HISTORICAL  GREEN  BAY 

Green  Bay  is  the  oldest  settlement  in 
Wisconsin.  Nicolet,  whom  the  Green  aay 
Coin  Club  was  named  after,  was  a French 
Explorer  and  the  first  whiteman  to  visit 
this  area.  Nicolet  landed  at  what  is 
now  Green  Bay  in  1634.  Shortly  there  - 
after  a settlement  was  established  which 
served  as  a trading  post  and  mission. 


Green  Bay  was  a thriving  community  when 
Chicago  and  Milwaukee  were  nothing  but 
wilderness.  Tank  Cottage,  built  the  same 
year  the  American  Revolution  began  in 
1776,  is  still  standing  and  is  the  old- 
est building  in  the  state.  The  Bank  of 
Wisconsin,  Green  Bay  was  the  first  bank 
west  of  Lake  Michigan  and  issued  bank- 
notes in  the  1830's  from  its  quarters  in 
John  Jacob  Astor's  fur  warehouse.  Hazel- 
wood, home  of  Morgan  L.  Martin,  who  was 
the  president  of  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin, 
is  now  open  to  the  public.  It  was  here 
at  Hazelwood  that  the  constitution  for 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  was  written. 

Other  historical  attractions  to  see  dur- 
ing your  visit  to  Green  Bay  are  Neville 
Public  Museum,  the  National  Railroad 
Musium  and  old  Fort  Howard  Hospital. 
Among  the  notables  stationed  at  Fort 
Howard  were  Dr.  Beaumont,  famous  for  his 
work  in  physiology,  and  two  soldiers  who 
later  became  president:  Zachary  Taylor 
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Sc  Jefferson  Davis  (Confederate  States). 
Although  no  organized  tours  are  planned 
for  those  who  want  to  see  the  sights 
brochures  will  be  available  on  all  of 
the  interesting  things  to  see  in  Green 
Bay.

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N.O.W.  FOUNDER  HAS  MISFORTUNE 

Russell  Porter  of  Milwaukee,  one  of  the 
founding  fathers  of  Numismatists  of  Wis- 
consin, had  been  recuperating  following 
a heart  attack.  The  first  night  he  left 
the  house  in  3 months  his  home  was  burg- 
larized and  his  coin  collection  valued 
at  more  than  $10,000  was  stolen  from  a 
basement  safe.  The  following  night  dam- 
age was  estimated  at  $20,000  resulted 
from  a fire  in  a two-story  brick  build  - 
ing  owned  by  Porter. 

The  burglary  occurred  when  Porter  and 
his  wife  were  at  a neighbor’s  house 
playing  cards.  Though  the  safe  had  a 
tear  gas  bomb  in  the  door  the  burglars 
helped  themselves  to  towels  from  the 
bathroom  to  protect  themselves  while  they 
worked,  and  took  personal  papers  and 
jewels  in  addition  to  the  coin  collection. 
They  apparently  used  5 suitcases  from  a 
second  floor  bedroom  to  carry  the  loot, 
and  also  caused  about  $350  in  damages  to 
the  house  in  the  operation. 

The  fire  in  the  apartment,  store,  and 
office  building  was  said  to  have  been 

started  by  a Christmas  tree  being  burned 
in  a basement  incinerator  and  then 
spreading  to  a wall.

The  Paper  Cities  Coin  Club  (Wiscon  - 
sin  Rapids,  Port  Edwards  & Nekoosa)  ha  d 
its  humble  beginning  at  Beys  Hotel  in 
Nekoosa  on  January  8,  1958.  Responsible 
for  this  gathering  was  Tim  Rottler  of 

Nekoosa  who  had  herded  together  the  12 
persons  present  with  the  purpose  of  for- 
ming a coin  club. 

After  a shaky  first  year,  the  club  sus- 
pended meetings  for  about  a year  and  was 
then  reborn.

COLLECTORS'  PROFILES  — Jake  Simon 


One  of  the  " old  timers  " in  coin  col- 
lecting is  Jake  Simon,  formally  from 
Milwaukee.  Jake's  interest  in  coins 
began: 


"As  a kid,  I collected  most  anything j 
stamps,  cigar  box  lids  that  I nailed  on 
the  stable  walls,  cigarette  picture  s 
that  used  to  come  in  packs  of  Sweet 
Caporals,  minerals,  fossils,  Indian  rel- 
ics, and  I do  not  know  what  else.  Along 
the  way  I accumulated  a few  coins.. 


"Shortly  after  W.W.  2,  an  operation  pre- 
vented ny  doing  ny  orchard  work,  so  I 
rented  ny  farm  and  took  to  selling 


nursery  stock  through  the  country.  Then 
I really  went  to  town  collecting  relics 
and  antiques  (the  latter  for  the  Mrs.), 
The  depression  in  '29  put  a stop  to  that 
and  I started  to  sell  some  of  my  stamps 
and  coins.  That  was  the  start  of  the 
business  ac  it  grew  into  a full-time  op- 
eration, although  for  awhile  my  lunches 
consisted  of  sausage  sand wi che s and  beans. 

"In  1936  a group  of  7 or  9 coin  collect- 
ors met  in  my  office  and  formed  the 
local  club.  One  collector  who  joined 
shortly  thereafter  was  Ted  Hammer,  then 
of  Burlington,  Iowa  and  now  living  in 
Wichita,  Kansas.  He  was  the  motivating 
cause  of  the  formation  of  the  Iowa  Nu- 
mismatic Association  which  met  in  Iowa 
City  in  19 38  and  now  writes  a column  for 
numismatic  papers.  I was  a charter  mem- 
ber of  this  INA  and  conducted  the  firs  t 
auction.  I guess  I was  not  very  good  as 
I recall  selling  a circulated  1856 F E 
cent  for  $19,  which  I had  previously  of- 
fered the  owner,  Elmer  Laurent  of  Clinton 
Iowa,  $25  for, 

"I  don't  remember  the  year  I joined  the 
A.N.A,  but  my  number  is  9903  (ed.  note— 
that  would  be  early  in  1945).  I belong 
to  the  C.S.N.S.  and  have  belonged  to  more 
local  clubs  than  I can  remember,  some  of 
which  fcere  honorary.  I missed  the  N. . 
O.W.  organizational  meeting  as  I had  an 
accident  in  Sioux  Falls  at  that  time. 

"I  gave  up  my  business  in  Davenport 
about  1951  on  account  of  ny  health  and 
went  to  live  with  ny  daughter  in  Milwau- 
kee. I was  retired  then  and  did  not  have 
a store  but  did  a little  buying  and  sel- 
ling, attending  many  conventions, 

"I  have  a son  in  Denver  and  have  been 
coming  here  since  1948,  liked  it  better 
every  time  I came  and  finally  moved  here 
shortly  before  the  A.N.A.  convention  last 
year.  I fully  intended  to  open  a store, 
but  did  not  find  a suitable  room  and  so 
converted  the  living  room  of  my  apart- 
ment into  an  office.  Outside  of  meetings 
most  of  ny  dealing  is  with  dealers,  I 
thought  I could  "take  it  easy",  but  am 
now  busier  and  working  harder  than  I 
ever  did  in  the  store.  While  I have  a 
fair  category  of  D.  S.,  I am  going  in 
strongly  for  foreign  and  importing  from 
many  countries."

Jake  reports  that  he  recently  attended 
the  convention  in  Hawaii  where  he  had  a 
table  on  the  last  day. .. He. sold  most  of 
the  coins  he  had  along,  however,  he  did 
pick  up  some  nice  material,  including  an 
estate  of  Hawaiian  coins.  There  are  4 
clubs  in  the  Islands,  and  the  dealers 
are  mostly  newcomers,  whose  stock  of 
late  material  is  both  over-graded  and 
over  - priced.  Jake  also  reports  that 
when  those  pretty  Hawaiian  girls  kissed 
him  as  he  got  off  the  plane,  he  decided 
he  really  liked  Hawaii,  so  he  stayed  for 
an  extra  two  weeks.
